Whistleblower who alerted authorities still struck off work

A DOCTOR from Muswell Hill who raised 
concerns over the NHS clinic which failed 
to save Baby Peter Connelly is suing the 
NHS after complaining tht she was then 
forced out of her job. 

Consultant paediatrician Dr Kim Holt is thought 
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to be seeking £100,000 afer claiming she was 
forced from her post in Tottenham despite hav¬ 
ing 25 years’ experience. She became known as 
the Baby P whistleblower after warning, the year 
before the toddler’s death, that a child would die 
unless failings at St Ann’s Hospital, in St Ann’s 
Road, were urgently addressed. 

The following year, 17-month-old Baby Peter 
Connelly was found dead in a blood-stained cot 
at his home in Penshurst Road, Tottenham, after 
overworked doctors tragically missed signs that 
he was being horrifically abused. Dr Kim Holt 
was placed on “special leave” and, despite a rul¬ 
ing from NHS London that she should be given 
her job back, the 51-year-old is still waiting. She 
is now seeking the payout from Great Ormond 
Street Hospital, which co-ran the clinic. 

Speaking to the Advertiser earlier this year, 
the mother-of-four said the tragedy and subse¬ 
quent legal wrangling had placed her family 
under huge stress. 

“I should have gone back in September 2007 
but within months they were offering me money 
to leave,” she explained. 

“I was confused and shocked by that. What I 
was looking for was actually to return to work. 
But they were absolutely determined I wasn’t 
going to go back. 

“The way it seems is that this is what happens 
to people who speak out. It has been like a par¬ 
allel universe where somehow the normal rules 


don’t apply. It’s very cruel actually, to keep 
someone out of their job.” 

“That has been the most stressful part for me 
and for my family.” 

Speaking on Tuesday, Dr Holt’s friend and law 
lecturer, Peter Gooderham, told the Advertiser: 
“Kim is very anxious to return to her job and has 
been for some years. In spite of everything, she 
is committed to doing her job and is still battling 
the various manouevres which seem to be 
designed to stop her going back. Kim has one 
clear objective, which is to do her job. It is very 
difficult for many of us to see which why can’t 
do it. 

“I won’t claim to fully understand it and I 
don’t understand why her employer makes 
remarks that are in the public domain saying that 
they want her to return to work when they don’t 
seem to be taking steps to bring that about.” 

Dr Holt is currently working on secondment at 
another hospital. Hundreds of doctors signed a 
petition which was presented to officials at the 
Department of Health, demanding that she be 
reinstated at St Ann’s Hospital. Leading health 
figures, including Wendy Savage, a professor of 
obstetrics and gynaecology, and Dr Hilary Cass, 
a former director at Great Ormond Street, were 
among those who lent their support. 

A statement from the hospital trust said “pos¬ 
sible future litigation” could not be discussed.

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Mother fears 
special-needs 
pupils may be 
short-changed

A WOMAN whose autistic son attends 
a mainstream secondary school in 
Muswell Hill has criticised authorities 
for “dumping” him in the bottom-ability 
set alongside other students with learn¬ 
ing difficulties. 

Deborah Packenham, who is chair¬ 
woman of the Barnet branch of the 
National Autistic Society, has spoken 
out about her long struggle to secure her 
son the help he needs. She said he is 
meant to receive 35 hours of one-to-one 
support during the school week but 
actually only receives four to five along¬ 
side other children. She claims that 
teachers at Fortismere School, based in 
Tetherdown, placed him in the 
bottom set for all subjects without test¬ 
ing his ability. He has highly function¬ 
ing autism as well as dyspraxia which 
means he finds it difficult to write. 

Ms Packenham said: “Despite 


problems when he was younger, my son 
got very good SAT results so I was quite 
hopeful when he started at Fortismere 
last year. But within two weeks he was 
separated into the bottom sets for every 
single subject. There are some he’s not 
very good at, as with all children, but 
science and maths are his strengths so I 
couldn’t understand why he was being 
placed in the bottom sets. I realised 
other children with special needs were 
also placed into these groups, regardless 
of their disability or exam results.” 

After talking to parents of other chil¬ 
dren with learning difficulties, Ms 
Packenham discovered there were more 
than 50 pupils with statements - those 
classified as having serious problems - 
and just six full-time teaching assistants 
to help them. 

“I received his school report last term 
and he has actually regressed,” she 
explained. Ms Packenham is now urging 
Haringey Council to find out where the

government money designated for extra 
help for children such as hers goes. 

“I’m really, really angry,” she said. 
“And I really wanted the local authority 
to investigate where this money has 
gone for these children. 

“Maybe the school has not received 
the funding, maybe it has been diverted 
- it is a very grey area. But if there is a 
pot of money for a specific child, the 
child should see that money.” 

Lorna Reith, cabinet member for chil¬ 


dren’s services, said: “We are working 
closely with the school to ensure that 
pupils with special educational needs 
receive the support they need and to 
which they are entitled. 

“We are committed to giving the best 
possible education to all children and 
work with all our schools to make sure 
they are meeting their obligations to the 
educational needs of every child. 

“As in any case of a parent raising a 
concern, we will be following this up.” 
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High streets 
of character 
escape clone 
town tedium

HIGH streets in Haringey are bucking 
the national trend for identikit “clone 
towns” as independent traders manage 
to stand their ground against the odds. 

A damning new report reveals that 
four in ten of the UK’s towns have 
become dominated by national chain 
stores and becoming increasingly 
devoid of any local character. The 
report’s authors, researchers at the 
New Economics Foundation, are 
fighting against a takeover of town 
centres by major chains which they 
say is financially unsustainable and 
destroys community spirit. 

But Muswell Hill, Highgate and 
Finsbury Park score more than 50 in 
the survey, meaning they still boast a 
healthy set of unique, independent 
shops alongside the likes of WH 
Smith, Starbucks and supermarkets. 

Emma Whittlestone, from Frocks 
Away, a clothing boutique based in 
Fortis Green Road, Muswell Hill, said 
loyal customers have been key in help¬ 
ing retain Muswell Hill’s independent 


“shops with stories”. “We are here 
because local people support us,” 
explained the 29-year-old. 

“We fought alongside the residents’ 
association not to have controlled 
parking zones all over Muswell Hill, 
and the landlords support us too. Our 
shop has been here for 26 years when 
my mother started the business. Now 
my brother and I work with her. All 
the independent shops in Muswell Hill 
have good stories behind them. 

“We all sell things which we want to 
buy ourselves - we create what we 
want from our area.” 

Frocks Away started life in 1984 as 
Early Clothing, a small children’s 
boutique, and has evolved into a one- 
stop-shop for fashion which also sells 
designer accessories, gifts and profes¬ 
sionally fitted shoes. 

Ms Whittlestone has also helped set 
up a new traders’ association in the 
town, called The Heart Of Muswell 
Hill, which will be officially launched 
in December to coincide with the busy 
Christmas shopping rush.

Spurs legend 
Bobby Smith 
dies after a 
short illness 

BOBBY Smith, a member of 
Tottenham Hotspurs’ double¬ 
winning side has died aged 77 
following a short illness. 

The tough, bustling centre 
forward scored 33 goals in the 
1960-61 season and became 
a legend with the White Hart 
Lane faithful 

Born in Yorkshire, Smith had 
worked in the coal mines before 
becoming a professional 
footballer. He played for Chelsea 
then signed for Spurs in 1955, 
where he went on to make 376 
league appearances, scoring 218 
goals. He also played 15 times 
for England, scoring 13. 

Smith went on to form one of 
the greatest strike partnerships 
in English football with Jimmy 
Greaves, enjoying huge success 
in the early 1960s under 
Tottenham’s most successful 
manager Bill Nicholson. 

Tottenham have been starved of 
league success since 1961 and 
fans young and old hold the 
double-winning side - which 
included Danny Blanchflower 
and Dave Mackay - in the 
highest esteem. 

At last Saturday’s home match 
against Wolves, two other former 
legends, Alan Mullery and Martin 
Peters, told the fans that Mr 
Smith was gravely ill. He passed 
away a few hours later.

Food for thought 
as a mother tells 
of her constant 
battle under the 
grip of anorexia 


T HE time-honoured 
ritual of sitting down 
for a family meal is dt 

the cornerstone of “y LUCy 

home life for house- Purdy 

holds up and down the country. 

But mother-of-three Renee 
Botham had not sat down for a proper meal with 
her children until recently, when they reached 
their late teens, because she has spent most of her 
life in the grip of a debilitating eating disorder. 

The 57-year-old marketing manager has strug¬ 
gled with anorexia nervosa since developing the 
illness in her teens and has received treatment at 
St Ann’s Hospital in Tottenham. Though she 
helped set up the UK’s leading eating disorder 
charity - beat - and now has the illness under a 
delicate control, Renee recognises just what a 
battle sufferers of all types of eating disorders 
face in even beginning to fight their demons. 

She told the Advertiser: “It started when I was 
about 16 or 17 and very much noticing types of 
food and what I wanted to eat and didn’t. It was 
nothing terribly overt but I think that’s when my 
abnormal attitudes began. 

“It manifested itself when I was 18 and went 
off to Sheffield University to study English. 
Around this time, they found a tumour on my left 
lung which had to be removed. 

“I loved the attention of being ill. I felt special 
and somehow less invisible - like I was being 
noticed at last. I was going out with a guy at the 
time who said something to me one day: ‘I love 
you just the way you are’. And for some reason 
that made me think I mustn’t change anything - 
he must be talking about what I looked like. 

“At around the same time I read in a magazine

meals. Instead I replaced break- 
fast, lunch and dinner. All of a 
sudden, the boyfriend was gone 
I - I hadn’t even noticed - and I 
"" was living in my own world. I 
was drinking lots of black coffee, no socialising, 
no lectures. I would often sleep all day and get up 
in the evening and generally avoided any situa¬ 
tions where I would be noticed or have to eat. 

“Then my parents arrived out of the blue one 
day having been told by my tutor that he thought 
there was something seriously wrong. I’m 5ft 2in 
and I had gone down to about five stone.” 

At a time when eating disorders were not well 
understood, Renee was not immediately diag¬ 
nosed as being anorexic, despite displaying all 
the warning signs. She chose to go and see her 
GP again as a “cry for help”. 

“I went in and explained how I was feeling, that 
I was always cold, that kind of thing,” explained 
Renee. “And he replied: ‘What do you expect? 
We don’t do jumpers on the NHS.’ 

“That was the last time in a long time that I 
actually asked for help.” 

E VENTUALLY her weight plummeted to 
about four stone and, at the age of 24, a 
dangerously thin Renee was rushed into 
the Royal Free Hospital in Hampstead. Her treat¬ 
ment in the hospital’s now defunct specialist 
eating disorders unit, consisted of a triple-portion 
regime at mealtimes which saw her weight shoot 
back up to eight stone. But there was little psy¬ 
chological help and the eat-up-and-get-out ethos 
of the medical profession at the time meant 
Renee’s treatment was only short-term. 

“I was also told, because of my age, I would 
probably never get better,” added Renee. 

She then “managed” for a while, getting mar¬ 
ried and having three children; 24-year-old 
Michael, David, 23, and Francesca, 19, but the 
grip of anorexia never let up. However, Renee 
has now learned to control her eating habits and 
keep to a strict, three-meals-a-day routine. 


Eating disorder clinic for St Ann’s 


A SPECIALIST clinic to treat patients 
from across north London who have life 
threatening eating disorders could be 
created in Tottenham. 

People from all over north London who 
suffer with anorexia, bulimia and less 
well-known conditions such as compulsive 
overeating and binge eating disorder could 
now be sent to the clinic at St Ann’s 
Hospital, in St Ann’s Road. 

BEH Mental Health NHS Trust has launched 
a consultation on bringing services together 
into a single, specialist hub after more 
people are being referred for treatment, at 
a later, more critical stage and with more 
complex conditions than ever before. This 
means more patients need highly specialist 
treatment, including inpatient care which 
is only available at St Ann’s. 


Dr Eric Johnson-Sabine, consultant 
psychiatrist in eating disorders, said: 

“We are seeing more people who are more 
severely ill and need inpatient care, so 
we need to offer more in-patient beds. 

“We’ll also expand our community liaison 
services and day clinics, so more people 
can access the safest treatments.” 

Residents and groups are being asked 
their views and have until November 7 to 
respond. Patients currently using the Trust’s 
services in Camden and Islington have 
already been contacted as well as local 
authorities and other NHS and voluntary 
groups in the mental health field. 

Anyone can develop an eating disorder, 
although those most likely to be affected 
are young women aged 12-25.

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to do in normal life. The one thing that really 
helped me when I felt like such a failure was my 
doctor promising he would never give up on me, 
even though I really tested him at times!” 

Renee, who is currently studying for a degree 
in psychology, strongly advised friends and 
family of anyone suspected of having an eating 
disorder, including men and older people, to urge 
them to seek professional help. 

“For me, anorexia was about taking hold of 
something in my power. But unfortunately the 
more you do it, the less you can give it up 
because it suddenly becomes a part of your life. 

“So don’t think this is control. You don’t have 
any control - anorexia controls you.”

PRIMARK has been slammed by a charity shop 
manager for its “shocking” policy of shredding 
unwanted and damaged clothes. 

The budget fashion chain, which has a store in 
Wood Green, has come under fire from aid 
organisations for slicing up garments with 
scissors and dumping them. Primark say it is 
company policy to prevent the goods being 
resold by mistake but the practice has been 
described as hugely wasteful, particularly at a 
time when many families are struggling to make 
ends meet. 

Giuseppe Romano, manager at the North 
London Hospice shop in High Road, said: “It’s 
so shocking that they are shredding the clothes 
when people could still use them. We could find 
some way to recycle them here. 

“I think Primark should be approaching shops 
such as ours and seeing if we can take them, or 
even giving them away to poor people. 

“We rely on donations but, because this is a 
poor area, I don’t get that many. A lot of people 
just aren’t able to help.” 

The 54,000sq ft Primark store opened its 
doors in The Mall in November last year to 
crowds of excited shoppers. But the event was 
marred by a protest by human rights charity War 
On Want whose members distributed leaflets 
urging customers to help put an end to overseas 
sweatshops. They claim to have spoken to work¬ 
ers churning out Primark clothes in third world 
countries who struggle through 80-hour weeks 
in terrible “sweat shop” conditions. 

Some high street chains are thought to share 
Primark’s policy of shredding clothes whereas 
other rival businesses have taken the opposite 
stance. Marks & Spencer currently offer £5 
vouchers to customers who donate their 
unwanted M&S clothing to Oxfam. 

Mike Lucas, retail director at the British Heart 
Foundation, also criticised Primark. 

He said: “Stock is the lifeblood of our shops. 
We sell 80,000 items every day so the thought 
of high street outlets shredding their faulty 
garments is very worrying. By donating their 
unwanted items, it can only enhance their repu¬ 
tation as an ethical retailer.” 

Despite repeated requests, no one from 
Primark was available to comment.

Alan Hutton can become the latest 
player to reignite his Spurs career 
after the Scot stepped off the 
bench to help overcome a 1-0 
deficit and beat Wolves 3-1 on 
Saturday. 

Spurs trailed at the break after 
Steven Fletcher’s goal for a rugged 
Wolves side, but second-half sub¬ 
stitute Hutton inspired Redknapp’s 
men to victory after a surging run 
saw him upended by Stephen 
Ward in the box for a penalty - 
with Rafael van der Vaart convert¬ 
ing from the spot for his first 
Tottenham goal. 

Roman Pavlyuchenko latched on 
to a Tom Huddlestone pass before 
firing past Marcus Hahnemann to 
make it 2-1, before Hutton secured 
the win when his effort looped off 
Richard Stearman and flew over 


Hahnemann and into the net. 

“It’s the kind of form he’s capa¬ 
ble of,” Redknapp said of Hutton’s 
display. 

“He’s a great attacking full¬ 
back. I said to him he needs to 
concentrate a little bit more defen¬ 
sively, and if he does that then he’s 
got everything. 

“He’s a great athlete. When he 
gets forward he’s got unbelievable 
pace. He’s aggressive, he’s quick - 
it’s all there. 

“It’s up to him to push on now. 
Let’s hope he continues to do 
that.” 

Hutton was expected to be one 
of a number of changes to the side 
for last night’s Carling Cup clash 
with north London rivals Arsenal. 

Niko Kranjcar, Wilson Palacios 
and Pavlyuchenko were all likely 
to start alongside Hutton, with 
Brazilian summer signing Sandro 
also expected to be handed his 
debut in midfield. 



Five star ’Boro 
down the Jets 


HARINGEY BOROUGH comfortably 
progressed into the first round proper of the 
FA Vase on Saturday after recording a 5-2 
win over Spartan Premier Division rivals 
Oxhey Jets.
